Applicant's amendment of the claims fails to overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement, because claims 58 and 60 still recite a non-P selectin ligand amino acid sequence chosen from an antibody, an 
arabinogalactan protein, a BMP, and a cytokine. As set forth in the previous office action (29 June 2007), the claims encompass any 
antibody, BMP or cytokine. Even though Example 15 teaches making some of the fusions with the PSGL-1 fragments, e.g., 47. Fc, 
47.AGP, 47.BMP2, and 47.IL1 1 , the specification does not teach how to use such a broad genus of molecules. For example, how to use a 
PSGL-1 fragment conjugated to a TNF-a or IL-1b (which promote inflammation)? Also, what antibodies (i.e. directed to what antigen) in 
addition to the Fc portion can be conjugated to the molecule? The interviews were focused on the enablement issues regarding treating 
inflammatory diseases using the PSGL-1 fragments. The non-P selectin ligand portion of the fusion protein was not discussed in the 
interview, however, it was set forth in the previous office action. Applicant has not addressed the issue. 

In addition, the amended claims necessites a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for reciting "reducing 
leukocyte adherence". It is unclear where leukocytes adhere to. Amending claims to "leukocyte adherence to the vascular endothelium" or 
"leukocytes adhesion" would overcome the rejection. 

Further, claim 60 is unclear and indefinite for reciting " reducing leukocyte adherence in a subject by inhibiting selectin-mediated 
intercellular adhesion in the subject". The claim does not define what disease "a subject" has. Amending the claim to recite "in a subject 
having a disease or condition characterized by selectin-mediated intercellular adhesion" would overcome the rejection. 
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
